Time he made the foregoing Propofal, was, I will 
think upon it; neverthelefs, all kinds of Preparaci- 
one fer the rt’s Journcy to Bohemia are dili- 
gently continued, and at prefent there is no man- 
ner of Likelihood of its being fulpended. His 
Imperial Majefty diverted himfelf with Wolf-Huo- 
ting fome Days ago 5 the Huntfmen having chaced 
ten or a dozen of thofe Animals ioto the Toils, 
the Emperour and the Nobility who attended him 
had abundance of Sport, and bis Imperial Majefty 
himfelf killed three Wolves. Ie is difcourfed, 
that Prince Eugene of Savoy will fhortly make a 
Tour to Venice, to megociate Matters of Impor- 
tance with that Rae: A Cabinet Council on 
this Occafion was held the 27th paft. 

Venice, Feb. 13. A Fire happened accidentally 
the roth Inftant in the Oratory of the Incurables, 
which quite confumed the Dormitory io a few 
Hours Time, as likewife the Infirmary below Stairs, 
from whence however there was Time enough to 
remove the Sick and carry them to other Hofpitals, 
Advices from Conftantinople fay, that the Afiatick 
Troops bave been potted on the Perfian Frontiers 
and that the Grand Signior had fent Orders to all 
the Feudataries throughout hie Empire to be ready 
with their Vaflals to march at an Hour’s Warning : 
Tis added, that the Porte has fest a great Quan- 
tity of Provifion apd warlike Stores to Erzerum, 
a City of the Ottoman Empire on the Frontics 
towards Perfia, now arvieg or a Place of Arms. 

Riga, Feb. 1. Prince Repnio our Governour, 
fet out from hence two Days ago to review the 
Troops in Courtland, and to dire thcit March in- 
to Livonia, to be recruited there by the new Levies. 
*Tis faid, the Regiments which formerly confifted 
of 900 Men each, are to be augmented to 1100. 
Advices from Courland fay, that the Duke of that 
Name has received a Lettes of Invitation from the 
Czar to mect him at Petersbourg in May next, 
which has determined his Highnefs to go thither 
by Way of Dantzick in Company with the Duke 
of Mecklenberg, who has received a like Invitati-
